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Navy Investigating

» a [)FFICULTIES experienced with the 

series of 10,000-ton cruisers built 
under the 1924 program, both as to the 
cracking of the stern-post castings and 
the fast rolling tendency, was the sub- 
ject of a statement on July 21 by Sec- 
retary Adams to newspaper men, in 
the course of which he intimated that 
a steady building program rather than 
spasmodic grouping of such activities 
would result in overcoming such de- 
fects. 

The official text of the substance of 
Secretary’s remarks follows: 

“With reference to cracked stern- 
post castings on five of the 8- 
inch gun cruisers of the 1924 program, 
the Secretary stated that the Depart- 
ment was not yet in a position to state 
whether the cracks were due to faulty 
design or to faulty castings, and that 
an investigation was still being carried 
on by Rear Adm. George H. Rock, 
Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair. 

Rolling Tendencies 

“When asked about the excessive 
rolling of the 1924 cruisers, he replied 
that the ships were designed with a 
low center of gravity so as to be stable 
if damaged. He stated that all de- 
signs were a compromise: that either 
the ship had to be designed with a 
low center of gravity for stability, re- 
sulting in a tendency to roll, or with 
a higher center of gravity, which made 
an easier roll but resulted in a greater 
possibility for the ship to roll over if 
damaged below the water line. Ex- 
periments with rolling tanks and 
larger bilge keels were to be conduct- 
ed in two of the ships in order to les- 
ses the rolling tendency in the present 
eruiser class. 

“Asked if the rolling of these. cruis- 
ers interfered with their gunnery, the 
Secretary stated that the question was 
difficult to answer categorically, but 
that all of these 8-inch gun cruisers 
had fired excellent gunnery practices. 

“The Secretary was asked if difficul- 
ties such as those experignced with 
the cruisers might be overcome to a 
large degree through a long term con- 
struction program, and replied that 
the way to build a Navy was to build 
ships in a steady construction pro- 
gram rather than all at once.” 

Previously, on July 18, in Boston 
where he had gone to participate in 
the launching of the Matson liner Mar- 
iposa, Assistant Secretary Jahncke 
had issued a statement on the same 
subject, in which he cleared the ship 
builders of responsibility for the 
stern-posts cracking and _ intimated 
that the fault resulted from trying to 
save too much weight in the design. 
The later statement by Secretary 
Adams, however, as reproduced above, 
said that no decision had been reached 
thus far in the investigation. Mr. 
Jahncke’s Boston statement follows: 

“The Marine engineering corpora- 
tion, a central designing bureau set up 
by the shipyards for cooperative de- 
signing and purchasing for the con- 
struction of these vessels, developed the 
design prepared by the Navy Depart- 
ment and made working drawings,” 
Jahncke said. The Navy Department 
also cooperated in this work and ap- 
proved all plans. 

“The sternpost castings were pur- 
chased by the private yards from the 
same foundry. Castings used in Navy 
Yard construction were made in one 
case in its own foundry and, in the 
other case, purchased from an outside 
contractor. Weaknesses have appeared 
in the castings from all of the sources 
of supply. 

“It must be pointed out that every 
effort was made for lightness in de 
sign of these ships to keep within the

The General, 
in addition to his aviation accom- 
plishments, also has been out- 
standing as a horseman and a 
pistol shot.

The Infantry Board and 
the Department of Experiment, who 
have sponsored proposed changes in 
training regulations governing the sub- 
ject, are well pleased at the excep- 
tional success of the tests, which in- 
cluded firing on towed targets in the 
course of a series of tactical problems.

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Artillery in Panama 


Held Highly Efficient

2nd Coast Artillery, Ft. Sherman, C.Z. 
‘THE War Department has concen- 

trated in the Coast Defenses of the 
Panama Canal some of the biggest 
pieces of artillery ever constructed by 
our Government. They are the biggest 
guns, not only from the viewpoint of 
the weights and sizes of the guns and 
carriages themselves, but also from 
the viewpoint of the weight and power 
of the projectiles fired and ability of 
the guns to hit targets at ranges be- 
yond those of the largest Navy guns 
afloat in any Navy in the world. 

Included in these biggest guns we 
have guarding the Panama Canal is a 
battery of our latest model 14-inch 
railway guns capable of firing a pro- 
jectile more than 25 miles. What is 
more important to the United States, 
and more terrifying to any potential 
enemies, is the fact that the men man- 
ning these guns can get hits at these 
extremely long ranges. During the 
current target practice, this current 
training year, from eleven records shots 
fired, this battery secured a hit on the 
forward turret of a moving hypotheti- 
cal target the size of our battleship 
California at a range of about twenty- 
three miles and a half—a range which 
exceeds that of the longest range Navy 
gun in the world about six miles. 


Important Defenses 

These 14-inch railway guns constitute 
one of the most important links in our 
defenses of the Canal. They are im- 
portant because, of their extremely 
long range, their ability to open fire 
promptly in any direction, the enormous 
weight and power of the projectiles 
fired, and also because of their mobil- 
ity which permits them to be trans- 
ported from their defensive positions 
at one end of the Canal to their de- 
fensive positions at the other end on 
short notice. But this ability to be 
transported from one position to an- 
other on short notice is not a thing 
accomplished without much hard train- 
ing of the personnel involved. The re- 
sults of the target practice this year 
convinced the higher commanders that, 
instead of using this gun as a part of 
the fixed defenses, hereafter its tactical 
and strategical abilities should be put 
to their fullest use. With this idea in 
mind, transportation training was ord- 
ered for the personnel manning this 
important battery of railway guns. 
Orders were issued for the movement 
of one of these guns from the positions 
at the Pacific end of the Canal to the 
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Reserves Arms Policy 


A CHANGE in policy in regard to 

small arms firing and _ instruc- 
tion of the Organized Reserves has 
been announced by the War Depart- 
ment in an Adjutant General’s letter, 
of July 16. The change permits small 
arms instruction at the home stations 
of combat units of the Organized Re- 
serves, as part of their inactive duty 
training rather than spend the neces- 
sary time in the two weeks’ camp 
period. 

Wherever suitable arrangements for 
small arms instruction can be made 
at or near the home station of combat 
units of the Organized Reserves, it is 
held desirable that small arms firing 
be carried out as part of their inactive 
duty training. 

The result of this, it is expected, 
will be a more deliberate and profitable 
expenditure of ammunition and to in- 
crease the time available at camp for 
practical training in other subjects. 

Corps Area commanders are author- 
ized to employ for this purpose as

In the light cruiser class the trophy 
was won by the USS Omaha while 
the USS Detroit was awarded the 
prize for the greatest improvement.

John Downes have the unusual dis- 
tinction of having split between them- 
selves the honor of commanding both 
of these cruisers. Captain Pickens 
commanded the. Detroit until he was 
transferred to the Omaha in March. 
Captain Downes had commanded the 
Omaha until March when he was trans- 
ferred to the Detroit.

Heman J. Redfield was _ engineering 
officer of the Omaha, while Lt. Comdr. 
Arnold H. Bateman was engineering 
officer of the Detroit, , 

In the gunboat class the trophy was 
won by the USS Sacramento, the Eagle 
No. 35 getting the greatest improve- 
ment prize and the Isabel winning a 
Red E for 95 per cent. Comdr. W. W. 
Smith commanded the Sacramento un- 
til May 15 when he was relieved by 
Comdr. J. H. Bowdey. Lt. Duncan 
Curry, jr., reported as engineering of- 
ficer March 25, his predecessor being 
Lt. (jg) N. L. McDowell.

During 1929-1930, this squadron won 
the Schiff Trophy which is awarded 
annually to the aviation unit with the 
greatest- number of flying hours with- 
out serious injury to personnel or ma- 
terial.

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Press Foresees Moratorium A Distinct Aid At Disarmament Conference 


































RESIDENT HOOVER’S efforts to effect an arms reduction throughout the 

world powers in the wake of his debt moratorium move, has been the subject 
of considerable discussion in the press. Generally, the entire matter is being 
viewed from an economic standpoint. An unfortunate phase—and one that shows 
clearly the danger to this country of the budgetary system of comparing arms and 
limiting forces—is that many of the editors gasp at the cost of our defensive 
forces without also pointing out to their readers how small our forces are com- 


pared with others. 


“Ty accepting the invitation officially to participate in the arms conference 

in Geneva next February, the Government of the United States makes no 
departure from its policy regarding the League or from its policy regarding 
reduction of armaments,” maintains the Springfield, Mass., Union (Republican). 
“It gladly accepts this invitation because it is the first conference on disarma- 
ment that the League has been able to agree upon. Hitherto the American 
Government has taken the initiative in armament conferences for the gocd 
reason that the League has been unable to take it notwithstanding the pledges 
in the covenant of the League to proceed at once to a progressive reduction of 
armaments. This, however, has been less the fault of the League as an inter- 
national organization than of the powers in control of its council. 

“Now that the die is cast and a conference under League auspices is to be 
held, undoubtedly some advance will be made, even if it is only in a further 
revision of naval armaments downward, either in total tonnage or in the reduced 
tonnage of certain types of war vessels. Whether any progress will be made 
in the reduction of land armaments is a more serious question, though these 
armaments constitute a large part of the economic burden on continental nations.” 


° ANNOUNCEMENT that President Hoover will follow his debt moratorium 

plan with a spirited campaign for a world-wide reduction in military 
armaments is extremely encouraging,” states the Jefferson City, Mo., Post 
Tribune (Republican). “Despite the fact that people in every nation are loaded 
down with a crushing burden of taxation, expenditures on armies and navies 
are continually rising. Even the United States, far removed from warlike 
neighbors, spends vast sums annually on military equipment. 

“The armament conference is scheduled for next year and President Hoover 
is to be commended for getting ready for it at once.” 


EFORE the world looms an open path,” states the Philadelphia News (Re- 
publican). “Any open eye with an open mind in back of it can see down 
its reach. This path leads to peace. It leads to an easing of the burdens of 
taxation which oppress the peoples of the world. There is no bloodshed along 
this path. There are fields of prosperity on either side of it. 
“This path might be called the route to world disarmament. 

“Today, as the aftermath of the plan by which the world is to have a year’s 
international debt holiday, President Hoover is seeking to bring the nations 
together for a great conference in Geneva next February to discuss eliminating 
the armies and navies. 

“Today the world is seeking to throw off the greatest era of depression in 
modern history. The world is bordering on possible financial and political 
chaos. The debt holiday which President Hoover brought about was perhaps 
the only thing that could have forestalled crash in Germany that might have 
spread to other countries. 

“To those who do not believe in disarmament, to those who regard the whole 
idea of lasting peace as foolish, the economic aspect at least should appeal. 

“If the rights of humanity have not appeal, at least the distress of the 
financial burden should merit some consideration. 

“For many years now this country has sought to point the way, yet the 
diplomats of Europe have been hesitant. They have bickered and fought about 
tonnage, of navies and the size of armies. Now, once again, this country has 
saved Europe financially and seeks to show the way to the only sane solution of

“Secretary of the Treasury Mellon played a leading part in persuading 
France to agreement on war debts and reparations. Now Secretary of State 
Stimson is in Europe and while no official announcement has been made it js 
well known that his mission is to persuade the European nations to agree upon 
far-reaching disarmament proposals. * * * 

“In addition, there is better feeling and less suspicion among nations than 
at any time since the war. Agreement to the moratorium has strengthened this 
good feeling. It looks as if. there is a strong reason for expecting real results 
when the armament conference opens at Geneva next February. In preparing 
ahead for such results the United States is doing a splendid piece of work.” 


. E Geneva arms reduction conference in February ought to succeed, with al] 

the powers and the lesser nations enjoying some of the profits of world 
peace because of economies made possible,” serts the Sioux City, Iowa, Journal 
(Independent). “Naval competition, a single potential army of more than 
6,000,000 soldiers and controversies over questions of parity should be ended in 
an agreement to cut everything military to the barest necessity. If, indeed, the 
Paris pact to outlaw war has any value at all, no world power will need an 
armed force or a navy for anything but police purposes. 

“It is comforting to realize that today the United States Government is in 
a stronger position than ever before to force consideration by various nations 
of a drastic arms reduction plan. America is the creditor nation, and, as such, 
has the right, particularly since the Hoover moratorium proposal was offered 
and accepted, to insist on greater progress toward disarmament than yet has 
been attempted.” 


“ONE of the difficulties of European stabilization lies in the separation of 

economic and political considerations,” holds the Minneapolis, Minn., Journal 
(Independent Republican). “The habit of political paramountcy is strongly 
entrenched—so strongly, that the economic side of armament is easily ignored 
by eyes that see only the traditional political aspect. 

“So the whole matter comes back to President Hoover’s determined policy 
to promote the cause of disarmament. It is an economic matter. True, it is 
complicated by radical opinion in Germany, such as that of the Hitlerites, and 
similarly complicated by French fear, deep seated in tragic memories. These 
are political complications, and those who entertain them are deaf to economic 
pleas. Habit is supreme. 

“Yet leadership might overcome such obstacles. It was the leadership of 
President Hoover that met and dispelled, at least temporarily, the threat of 
economic chaos in Europe. So there are optimists who will make bold to hope 
that the Hoover purpose toward disarmament may assert itself abroad, and 
displace economics for politics.” 


“TFOOVER is most anxious to couple disarmament with the moratorium and 

apparently is taking a hand, through Secretary Stimson, in trying to bring 
together in a naval agreement France and Italy,” says the Dallas, Tex., News 
(Democratic). “At present that problem is as difficult to solve as the row 
between the Vatican and the Fascist Government. Should Stimson succeed in 
ae the two nations into a naval agreement, he will win international 
laurels. 

“Acting Secretary of State Castle, speaking for the United States, asserts 
‘that the President has at no time proposed or considered any permanent revision 
of foreign debt settlements.’ But President Hoover must realize that he has 
started something that will eventually bring back into discussion the entire 
scheme of war debt payments. He may try to stave off the question, at any 
rate until after the national election, but he must know in his heart that the

The 
course consisted of four-hour prepara- 
tory training, six hours preliminary 
and record firing and two hours firing 
against towed targets. An ‘average 
of 3 per cent hits was made on the 
towed sleeve target maneuvering as 
to speed, range, altitude and course or 
an average of 46 hits (92 holes in 
target) per minute for the four guns 
firing. Only hits that were on the 
area corresponding to the vital area 
of an airplane were recorded and all 
targets fired at were hit. 

In commenting on the results Colonel 
Major, the regimental commander, 
said, “This firing by the average run 
of man in the machine gun company, 
represents probably the highest anti- 
aircraft fire efficiency yet attained in 
our experience and demonstrates the 
soundness and simplicity of the pro- 
posed new course of training to which 
the regiment feels proud of the priv- 
ilege to participate in the develop- 
ment. There has been an unpre- 
cedented interest and effort put forth 
by all men of the organization and we 
look forward to great results.” . 

The efficiency of the machine gun 
as compared with the rifle in the firing

Cruiser Difficulties 
(Continued from First Page) 
treaty limit of 10,000 tons displace- 
ment. This resulted in drawing the 
line too fine in the design for the 
sternposts and, although all of the 
contract built ships but one success- 


fully stood the rigorous tests applied 
during the builders’ trials, such as, 
for example, going ahead and backing 
at full speed and putting the helm 


hard over in each direction, still, sub- ! 


sequently, while in service weakness 
appeared in all but one sternpost. 

“The Navy Department will add 
some weight to the castings and pro- 
vide for improved attachment to the 
hull and make these changes as op- 
portunity offers. The expense for re- 
moval will be borne by the Navy in 
the case of the cruisers built at the 
Navy Yards and the cruisers built at 
private yards where the guarantee pe- 
riod has expired. In the case of the 
cruisers built at private yards, where 
the guarantee has not expired, these 
yards have been called upon to bear 
the cost of replacement. 

“The Navy Department does not 
wish the impression to hold that there 
was poor workmanship on the part of 
the private shipyards which built some 
of these ships. The design of the cast- 
ings was not only fully approved, but 
the material and workmanship was 
subjected to rigid naval inspection 
throughout the manufacture at the 
foundry and subsequently during the 
machining and erecting operations at 
the builders’ yards.” 

While studies have not been com- 
pleted, it is known that Gamma ray 
radiographs of the stern-post casting 
on the USS Chester seemed to indicate 
in that case a certain degree of faulti- 
ness in the casting. In the August 
issue of the Bulletin of Engineering 
Information, Robert F. Mehl, Ph. D., 
superintendent of the Division of 
Metallurgy, Naval Research Labora- 
tory at Bellevue, D. C., says that 24 
radiographs were taken of various 
sections of the casting. 

“It may be seen,” Dr. Mehl points 
out in reference to the radiographs, 
“that the metal—1% inches thick— 
was In very poor condition, for numer- 
ous voids and general porosity are evi- 
dent. The chief feature, however, is 
a crack running from one film to the 
other, more than 20 inches in length. 
This crack opened up during the trials 
and illustrated the general condition 
of the casting which led to its com- 
plete fracture during final trials and 
to its ultimate replacement.” 

In regard to the rolling, it is ex- 
plained by officers familiar with the 
designing of the vessels that they were 
built with a rather great metaccentric 
height for safety under damaged con- 
dition. It is recalled that the vessels 
hit during the Battle of Jutlan turned 
over rapidly. Of course, no cruising 
of the 1924 type had been built pre- 
viously so the entire designing. was 
new. The designers forsook some of 
the slow rolling qualities for greater 
safety under damaged condition. Now, 
however, it has been determined that

High Speed Planes 

H'¢# speed developments for Navy 

airplanes lies entirely in the fu- 
ture, according to a statement by Rear 
Adm. William A. Moffett, Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics of the Navy, 
this week. In addition to the engine 
problem, there is necessary research 
in the aerodynamical form. The chief 
difficulty lies in the securing of talent 
and funds, and it is also pointed out 
in Admiral Moffett’s statement that 
the development of high speed motors 
is an economical one.. 

Admiral Moffett, Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, Navy Department, July 23, 
made the following statement concern- 
ing high speed development of air- 
planes: 

“The Bureau of Aeronautics has con- 
sistently advocated a policy of high 
speed development. It produces direct 
and immediate competition; it stimu- 
lates creative thought; the results ob- 
tained are directly applicable to serv- 
ice aircraft. 

“Congress made available on July 1, 
1931, the sum of $220,000 for high 
speed development. No funds had 
been included in recent appropriation 
acts for this important project; conse- 
quently, it will take several years to 
reach the status existing abroad. The 
time for accomplishing results will de- 
pend upon the talent available as well 
as the amount of funds appropriated. 
The $220,000 already authorized has 
permitted the Bureau of Aeronautics 
to contract only for the first stage in 
the development of a light weight, 
high-powered engine. 

“In addition to the engine program, 
there is required research mainly in 
the aerodynamical form, the most ef- 
ficient structure to support the ap- 
plied forces and the propeller. Pre- 
liminary studies are now being under- 
taken to determine the proper line of 
research for solving these complex 
problems. When funds are available, 
they can then be undertaken. All ex- 
isting facilities will be called upon for 
their appropriate share of the work. 
For example, the new towing basin of 
the National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics at Langley Field will con- 
duct the investigation to determine 
most efficient aerodynamic form. 

“As stated, the results from a high 
speed development program are direct- 
ly applicable to service aircraft. Now 
the service is in need of an engine of 
about 1,000 H. P. for patrol planes 
and airships. If the development pro- 
gram develops, say, an engine of 2,500 
H. P., it will, with minor modifications, 
make a most reliable 1,000 H. P. serv- 
ice engine. Preliminary studies have 
created a new design for patrol planes 
which will improve their performance; 
already, returns are being received 
from the stimulating effect of the high 
speed project. P 

“Funds expended for a high speed 
development program is money . well 
spent. It is an economical method to 
insure that our service types of air- 
craft are being maintained at the 
maximum performance. Our country 
demands the best. Let us speed up 
this program—more funds are needed.”

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Close Navy Uniform Case 


HE incident of a Philadelphia 

policeman while clothed in a Navy 
uniform arresting a man on a charge 
of violating a liquor law has been 
closed as far as the Navy Department 
is concerned. 


Secretary Adams closed the case by 
ordering the discharge from the Na- 
val Reserves of the policeman who 
made the arrest. The Secretary also 
instructed the commandant of the Na- 
val District there to confer with the 
Mayor of Philadelphia with a view to 
preventing a recurrence of such a 
“highly objectionable” episode. 


The Navy Department has made 
public the following letter which was 
forwarded by the Secretary of the Navy 
to Rear Adm. Lucius A. Bostwick, 
USN, Commandant of the Philadel- 
phia Naval District: 


“Subject: Unauthorized use of na- 
val uniform by Charles Paul Lang, 
Baker first class, F-1, U. S. Naval Re- 
serve. 


“1, With further reference to the 
case of Charles Paul Lang, Baker 
first class, F-1, USNR, a member of 
the Philadelphia Police Force who 
made certain arrests in Philadelphia 
while wearing the uniform of a chief 
petty officer in the Navy, you are in- 
formed that in the opinion of the 
Judge Advocate General, which opin- 
ion has been approved by the Navy De- 
partment, Lang is amenable to trial 
by a naval court-martial for conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and dis- 
cipline. In view of all the circum- 
stances, however, and as the power to 
discharge Lang is vested in the Sec- 
retary of the Navy it has been de- 
cided to direct his discharge from the 
naval service without recourse to a 
court-martial. 


“2. The use of a naval uniform by 
the local police who are not members 
of the Naval Reserve or any other un- 
authorized persons in the manner em- 
ployed by Lang is not only contrary 
to statute law but is highly objection- 
able to the Navy Department and the 
Commandant is therefore directed to 
confer personally with the Mayor of 
the City of Philadelphia and endeavor 
to secure his cooperation in preventing 
a recurrence of this episode. 


“3. It is requested that the Navy 
Department be informed of the re- 
sult of this interview.

Navy Department records show that 
Charles Paul Lang was born at Phila- 
delphia April 8, 1888, and enlisted in 
the U. S. Navy Feb. 24, 1909. He was 
honorably discharged from the naval 
service May 30, 1913, as a Baker first 
class. He enrolled in the Naval Re- 
serve July 30, 1918, and served for 
three enrollment periods as a Baker 
first class, until honorably discharged 
from his last enrollment June 19, 1931. 
He re-enrolled in the U. S. Naval Re- 
serve, Class F-1, as a Baker first class 
June 22, 1931, 

On June 27, 1931, Lang, a member 
of the Philadelphia Police Force, while 
wearing the uniform of a chief petty 
officer of the Navy, detected two men 
violating the State liquor laws in the 
Broad Street Station, Philadelphia, 
and, aided by another member of the 
Philadelphia Police Force, arrested 
both men. On receipt of reports of 
this incident, the Secretary of the 
Navy consulted with Rear Adm. David 
F. Sellers, Judge Advocate General of 
the Navy, and was advised that Lang 
was amenable under the law for trial 
by general court-martial for conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and dis- 
cipline, under specifications of unau- 
thorized and misuse of the naval uni- 
form. The sentence for conviction 
could carry imprisonment and dishon- 
orable discharge. Feeling that the of- 
fense in this case did not warrant such 
severe action, the Secretary of the 
Navy directed the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, Rear Adm. F. B. Up- 
ham, to discharge Lang from the Na- 
val Reserve.

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Navy Flight Testing 


DURING the fiscal year just ended, 

the Flight Test Section at the 
Naval Air Station, Anacostia, D. C., 
has carried out performance trials on 
42 differen: types of airplanes, includ- 
ing nine fighters, 10 observation planes, 
six transports, six of the, patrol or 
“flying boat” type, two torpedo or 
bombing planes, four training types, 
one scouting plane, an au‘ogiro, and 
three miscellaneous craft. 

Commenting on the year’s perform- 
ance of the section, which was organ- 
ized Jan. 1, 1927, on recommendation 
af the Bureau of Aeronautics, Rear 
Adm. William A. Moffett, USN, Chief 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics, said: 

“The work at Anacostia this past 
year reflects great credit on the sec- 
tion’s personnel. The mission of this 
section is to carry out the flight test- 
ing of airplanes, engines, accessories 
and equipment as direc‘ed by the De- 
partment, and to submit proper reports 
thereon. Simply expressed, this means 
that virtually all experimental ma- 
chines and the first airplane of each 
production contract® are put through 
the program of tests and inspections 
on which is based the acceptance of 
each type for service use. It is for- 
tunate that we have such a fine loca- 
tion for this work, here, close to the 
design and engineering experts in the 
Department. Because of this, discus- 
sions of defects or improvements in 
our planes encounter a minimum of 
delay.”

The Flight Test Section at Anacos- 
tia at present consists of five officers, 
two aeronautical engineers, three 
clerks, and 20 enlisted personnel. Lt.

The Flight Test Section’s work on a 
new type plane commences shortly aft- 
er the arrival of the plane at Ana- 
costia. 

Airplanes are built for the Navy in 
accordance with the terms of a con- 
tract which specifically guarantees cer- 
tain weights and performance and suit- 
ability. When a plane is first received 
it is generally given a single flight 
by the contractor’s pilot. This is called 
the contractor’s demonstration, the 
pu e of which is to show the prob- 
ability of the airplane being able to 
meet its guarantees and to prove that 
it is a reasonable flying machine. As- 
suming that the demonstration has 
been satisfactory the plane is then de- 
livered to the Test Section for trials. 

Types of Planes 

Every airplane represents somewhat 
of a different problem, although the 
same general program of tests is ap- 
plicable to all. The large flying boat 
and the small submarine plane, the 
autogiro and the high performance 
fighting plane, well represent the wide 
variety of types that are constantly 
being delivered. A routine test, how- 
ever, always begins with the weigh- 
ings, both empty and fully loaded, as 
a result of which the position of the 
center of gravity is determined. Then

ering not olny the airplane with all 
its equipment in place but also any 
items of unusual interest or peculiar 
construction which might be of future 
value. The machine is now ready for 
flight testing—climb, speed, stability 
and maneuverability, and the deter- 
mination of any special characteris- 
tics of the type. 

The information obtained from the 
speed trials is, first, the maximum 
speed; second, the minimum and land- 
ing speeds, and third, data for a cali- 
bration of the airspeed. me‘er for use 
in subsequent tests. The speed is de- 
termined by flying the airplane back 
and forth over an accurately measured 
course over the water, adjacent to the 
shore line, and at a very low altitude 
so that no errors are introduced caused 
by climbing or diving. The pilot is 
provided with a special chronometric 
stop watch—recording. time to the 
tenth of a second—mounted on a re- 
cording board which is strapped on his 
leg. On this board, on the completion 
of each run over the speed course, the 
pilot notes the exact time over the 
course and the readings of the vari- 
ous other instruments during the run. 

Testing of Climb 

Normally the second test is that to 
determine the climb characteristics. 
In preparation for this there are in- 
stalled in the plane two barographs, 
to constantly record the pressure alti- 
tude, a statoscope to establish the level 
flight condition, a thermometer to in- 
dicate free air temperatures, and, in 
planes with a high ceiling, oxygen 
equipment for the pilot. So equipped 
the plane is taken into the air and 
flown around at low altitude until the 
engine is properly regulated and 
warmed up. The machine is then 
brought close to the ground, the de- 
sired initial climbing speed is attained, 
the throttle is pushed wide open, and 
the stop watch started. From then on 
the pilot flies at an absolutely steady 
speed, varied slightly with change of 
altitude, and records the readings 
of his various instruments at fixed 
time intervals. 

This is continued until the indicated 
rate of:climb is approximately that of 
service ceiling (100 feet per minute) 
at which point the climb is stopped. 
While descent is made to the ground, 
data is taken by the pilot while making 
full power runs at frequent altitude 
intervals to determine the maximum 
indicated speeds at each of these alti- 
tudes. The statoscope, which indicates 
the very smallest change of altitude, 
insures that the plane is nei‘her climb- 
ing or gliding when these latter ob- 
servations are made. 

High Altitudes 

A climb to the higher altitudes, such 
as is common for the small high-pow- 
ered fighting planes, is a complicated 
operation. The pilot is bundled up like 
an arctic explorer, with a heavy fur 
suit and boots, a mask covering his 
entire face, and heavy gloves of 
leather and fur: With a ground tem- 
perature of perhaps 100 degrees the 
early part of the climb is consequently 
far from being comfortable. The air 
soon cools, however, and the pilot’s 
body begins to feel normal. A new 
complication enters, however—the air 
gets thin. Oxygen from the pilot’s 
tank is turned on for normal flow when 
the plane is about 18,000 feet up and 
the outlet in the form of a pipe stem, 
is held between the teeth. From then 
on the problem is of major operations, 
for the pilot must accomplish the fol- 
lowing operations continuously: Watch 
and keep the exygen flow such as to 
insure enough air to sustain normal 
physical functions; operate the mix- 
ture control of the engine to maintain 
maximum engine power; fly at exactly 
the prescribed speed for the indicated 
altitude;-eenstantly observe all instru- 





Award Navy Cross 


"THE Navy Cross has been awarded 

to Comdr. Lucius W. Johnson, Med- 
ical Corps, U. S. Navy, for his service 
in Santo Domingo, following the hurri- 
cane of September 3, 1930. The cita- 
tion which accompanied the Navy Cross 
follows: 

“For distinguished service in the 
line of his profession. He took charge 
of the entire medical and surgical sit- 
uation in the Dominican Republic im- 
mediately following the disastrous hur- 
ricane of September 3, 1930. He gave 
himself indefatigably to the work of 
the organization and direction, dedi- 
eating his recognized capacity to the 
organization of hospitals, distribution 
of food, improvement of sanitary con- 
ditions and clearing away of the ruins. 
By his ability, zeal, energy and de- 


‘votion to duty, the organization per- 


fected by him carried on so efficiently 
that probably no disaster of such mag- 
nitude ever had so slight an after- 
math.” 

Comdr. Johnson was born at Port 
Richmond, Staten Island, N. Y. June 
24, 1882, and he graduated from the 
University of Pennsylvania Medical 
School in 1907. He was commissioned 
an Assistant Surgeon with the rank 
of Lieutenant (jg) on September 17, 
1908; promoted to the rank of Lieu- 
tenant Sept. 17, 1911; Lieutenant 
Commander July 1, 1918; Commander 
Dec. 31, 1921, and recently was select- 
ed for promotion to the rank of cap- 
tain. 

During the World War, Commander 
Johnson served at the Naval Hospital, 
Queenstown, Ireland, and later wi:h 
the U.S. Naval forces at Brest, France. 
From March, 1924, to 1928, he was at- 
tached to the Naval Hospital, Wash- 
ington, D. C., as Chief of the Surgi- 
cal Service and as Instructor at the 
Naval Medical School. 

Commander Johnson recently com- 
pleted a three-year tour of duty with 
the Public Health Service in Haiti. He 
is at present under orders for duty 
as Chief of the Surgical Service, Naval 
Hospi‘al, San Diego, Calif. 








ments; and every two minutes—abso- 
lutely on time—record the indications 
of not less than seven instruments. 
The pilot performs these operations in 
a temperature which is probably close 
to 40 degrees below zero. 

Strictly speaking, the climb and 
speed trials should finish performance 
tests. But there remain flights to de- 
termine the stability and balance of 
the plane, and all maneuvers (acro- 
batics} expected of the type must be 
tried out. And finally the guns must 
be fired while the ship is in the air, the 
bombing installation must be tested, 
the radio installation tried in flight, 
and all miscellaneous equipment and 
appliances actually operated to estab- 
lish their suitability for service use. 


Concluding Tasks 

The above constitute normal full 
performance trials of a new airplane. 
In addition, however, almost every 
plane has further trials before it can 
be accepted for service use. The 
small seaplanes, designed for employ- 
ment on the catapults of battleships 
and cruisers, are tested by flight test 
pilots on a catapult at the Navy Yard, 


Washington, D. C. Carrier planes are | 


transferred to the experimental di- 
vision at the Naval Air Station, Hamp- 
ton Roads, for arresting gear tests at 
that station. Seaplanes generally, in- 
cluding the big flying boats, are given 
rough water tests at the latter station. 
Thus a plane which has completed its 
flight trials has actually gone through 
everything that it can normally be 
called upon to do in service. 

The test pilot is far from finished 
with his work when he lands and taxies 
to the line. First, he must write a re- 
port after every flight, covering the 
work he has accomplished in the air. 
Then his data, together with the re- 
corded results of the. flight, must be 
put, into. standard form, “reduced” to 
standard conditions. Finally, all test 
pilots must inspect every airplane in 
the greatest detail in order to recom- 
mend the changes and modifications 
they consider necessary or desirable 
to best fit the plane for service use. 
These recommendations, together with 
the results of the flight trials, are the 
basis of a formal report on which the 
Navy Department determines its ac- 
tion with respect to any particular 
type of airplane.

Carpenter and his party took out 
a small boat in a rough sea and cap- 
sized.

Lieu- 
tenant Edwards approached as near as 
possible to Carpenter by boat and then 
made his way over a coral reef, fore- 
ed back many times by the heavy 
waves, and succeeded in assisting Car- 
penter, who was then semi-conscious, 
to the boat.

“The Department considers your ac- 
tion in going to the aid of Carpenter 
at the risk of your own life in keeping 
with the highest traditions of the serv- 
ice, and highly commends you there- 
for.”

was being carried out to sea in a rip 
tide. Drown, accompanied by a Tent 
City life-guard, went to the man’s as- 
sistance, and succeeded in getting the 
woman ashore. 

Two enlisted men attached to the 
USS Langley, Albert Joseph Davis, 
aviation machinist’s mate, 3rd_ class, 
USN, and Woodie Wilson Smith, fire- 
man second class, USN, are commend- 
ed for their action in assisting the 
rescue of a shipmate from drowning, 
on April 5, 1931, in Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba.

USMC RIFLE AND PISTOL 

Wakefield, Mass.—Veteran rifle and 
pistol shots of the Marine Corps, along 
with a group of tyros who are crowd- 
ing the old-timers in scoring hits on 
the bull’s-eye, are practicing almost 
daily on the rifle range at Camp Cur- 
tis Guild, Wakefield, Mass., in prepara- 
tion for -forthcoming National and 
other matches. 

Preliminary trials show that the 
caliber of the Marine squad is well up 
to the standard of other years, and 
it is the opinion of Capt. Joseph Jack- 
son, who has had years of experience 
as a rifleman and coach, that the team 
will have at least an even chance with 
its competitors when it goes on the fir- 
ing line at Camp Perry, Ohio.

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AROUSE INTEREST IN RIFLE 


Evidence of the greater activity 
in rifle marksmanship being dis- 
played everywhere in the country and 
of the attention the National Rifle and 
Pistol Matches are commanding is 
given by the fact that seven more State 
civilian rifle teams have been entered 
for the matches this year. Altogether 
there will be 115 teams on the firing 
line as compared with 108 last year. 

The States whose names have been 
added to the list of civilian competitors 
are Delaware, Mississippi, New Hamp- 
shire, North Dakota, Rhode Island, 
Tennessee and West Virginia. In these 
and other States of the country trials 
for the teams have been under way 
for some time and in a number of the 
States the teams have been selected 
and are ready to move on to Camp 
Perry where, as usual, the matches will 
be held starting August 23 and ending 
September 13. 


Eight service teams will again com-. 


pete in the matches this year. They 
are the Infantry, Cavalry, Coast Artil- 
lery, Engineers, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard and the Reserve Officers 
Corps. -Nine teams from Citizens’ Mil- 
itary Training Camps and nine from 
Reserve Officers’ Training Camps, both 
of which divisions are classed under 
the civilian heading, will be there. The 
American Legion, also classed as civil- 
ian, will have a team in the competi- 
tion. The remaining 88 of the 115 
teams will be State civilian teams and 
National Guard teams. 

The National Rifle Team Match will 
be fired Friday, September 11, begin- 
ning at 7:30 o’clock in the morning, 
entries to close at 1 o’clock the Wed- 
nesday afternoon preceding. Rules 
governing the match are: Arm, U. S. 
rifle, caliber .30, model 1903; sights, 
service; ammunition, as issued by the 
Ordnance Department. The course of 
fire is: First stage, slow fire, 200 yards, 
target “A”, ten shots standing, one 
minute per shot, gun slings barred; 
second stage, rapid fire, 200 yards, tar- 
get “A”, ten shots kneeling or sitting 
from standing, time limit one minute; 
third stage, rapid fire, 300 yards, tar- 
get “A”, ten shots prone from standing, 
time limit one minute and ten seconds; 
fourth stage, slow fire, 600 ya~ds, tar- 
get “B”, ten shots prone; fifth stage, 
slow fire, 1,000 yards, target “C”, 
twenty shots prone. 

Since the first National €atches were 
held in 1903 under an Ac; passed by 
Congress the previous year, the Matches 
have been held all but four years. The 
years in which there was no competi- 
tion were 1912, 1914, 1917 and 1926. 
The matches were held at Sea Girt, 
N. J., in 1903, 1905 and 1906; at Ft. 
Riley, Kans., in 1904; at Jacksonville, 
Fla., in 1915 and 1916; at Caldwell, 
N. J., in 1919, and at Camp Perry, 
Ohio, all other years.

N THE FACE OF EUROPEAN, and specifically French refusal, to agree to 

any disarmament proposal in advance of the Geneva meeting next February, 
President Hoover has directed, first, elimination or postponement of any but 
absolutely necessary expenditures during the present fiscal year, and, second, 
elimination or postponement of all but needed activities from the budgets for 
the next fiscal year. The fact is the appropriations made for the Army, the 
Navy and the Marine Corps for the present fiscal year were carefully pruned 
by the Departments, then by the Bureau of the Budget and the President, and 
finally by the Congress, and every dollar granted was allowed because it was 
generally agreed to be absolutely necessary. The country can rest assured 
the Services will save wherever it is possible to save. But the fact should 
never be lost sight of that both the Army and the Navy must be maintained in 
the highest state of efficiency at all times. Neither a regular Army nor a 
Navy can be improvised. As the World War demonstrated, it takes time to 
train officers and men, to manufacture guns and rifles and aeroplanes, to build 
ships. A heavy responsibility rests upon the Services—that of National De- 
fense—and parsimony means waste and danger. 





BACKED BY FRENCH PUBLIC opinion, the Paris Government is determined 

not to strip itself of what it regards as essentials for the safeguarding of 
French territory, including colonies, and French interests. Invaded three times 
in a century, its homeland the scene of devastating battles and operations, the 
present generation horrified by the sufferings of the World War, and the 
center of a continental maelstrom, France is passionately determined to keep 
its powder dry. We, who are three thousand miles away, deprecate French 
fears, but the fact remains they are very real to the people most concerned. 
We hold France could safely reduce, and regard it as responsible for the failure 
of other nations to lessen their armament burdens. We will not adopt the sug- 
gestion advanced by Paris that the League of Nations, controlled by the French, 
be supplied with an armed force to make war on a nation refusing to abide 
by the decisions of the League. France says further that in order to offset 


the more powerful fleets of England and the United States, a superior land 
establishment is required. The truth is France is less concerned about the 
world than about the safety of its own territory and interests. It is that con- 
cern which is responsible for the insistence with which the French are determined 
to maintain what they regard as an adequate defense. 
We assume the Service Committees of Congress will postpone final action 
on the supply bills until it becomes clear whether or not the Geneva conference 
li be productive of results. But we hope, in the meantime, the President 
and the Departments will conclude that it is advisable to proceed on the theory 
that nothing tangible will come, and provide for the next fiscal year accordingly. 





WE WELCOME THE INVESTIGATION inaugurated by the Department of 

Commerce into the aircraft accident which occurred on July 21 in Connecti- 
cut and which caused the death of two promising pilots of the Army Air 
Corps, Lt. B. F. Lowery and Cpl. Harold Strosnyder. According to the press 
reports, the Army planes crashed while trying to avoid a commercial plane 
operated by a civilian. The Department of Commerce, we are informed, is 
determined to place the responsibility, and, if the facts justify, increase the 
rigor of flying rules for civilians. The fatalities in Connecticut, as well as 
those which unfortunately occurred in Texas, have made July a black month in 
Air Corps statistics. Almost half as many regular Air Corps members have 
been killed in less than a month of the current fiscal year than in the first 
six months of the last fiscal year. However, it is a notable fact with the 
tremendous increase that has occurred in the number of flying hours, there is 
a constantly decreasing death rate both in the Army and the Navy. The matter 
of safety of personnel is a continuously pressing consideration on the part of 
the Aviation authorities, and no opportunity is being lost to improve the aircraft, 
methods of operation and safety devices. We know the Services deeply regret 
the losses which have occurred and extend their ardent sympathy to the 
families bereaved. 





KEEN INTEREST WAITS UPON the report to be made by Rear Admiral. 

Rock, Chief Naval Constructor, setting forth the results of his investigation 
into the eracked stern post castings on five of the eight 8-inch gun cruisers of 
the 1924 program. Secretary Adams has given assurances that responsibility 
will be placed, and that the country will know whether the cracks were due to 
faulty design or to faulty castings. Assistant Secretary Jahncke, before the 
Secretary issued his statement, announced in Boston that the shipbuilders—the 
Navy yards, the New York Shipbuilding Company, the Newport News Ship- 
building Company, and the Bethlehem Company—were free from any criticism 
and intimated that faulty design was the cause. From a business point of view, 
this was most helpful to the companies concerned. But besides cracked stern 
posts, the cruisers also roll too speedily, and measures are to be taken to 
minimize this defect as much as possible. We are aware of the fact that an 
ambitious effort was made to make the cruisers as formidable as was possible 
within the displacement authorized, and laudable as this is it may have been 
responsible for the unsatisfactory qualities which have developed. We antici- 
pate the House Naval Committee will make a thorough investigation of this 
matter during the coming session. In the meantime, the Navy can be depended

General Nolan’s Appointment 


(From the New York Times, 
July 20, 1931.) 
AJOR GENERAL ELY, who as 
commander at Governors Island 
of the 2nd Corps Area has made 4 
fine record, is to be succeeded by an- 
other able and popular officer, Dennis 
E. Nolan. Coming after Summerall 
and Ely, who performed their liaison 
duties at public meetings and social 
functions with tact and intelligence, 
General Nolan will be equal to the 
same test. In staff, field, and post 
work his record has been admirable. 
A man of culture, he has the gift of 
expression, which is essential in the 
command at Governors Island. He will 
often be called upon to represent the 
Army. He is a native of New York. 
Appointed to the Military Academy as 
the result of a competitive examina- 
tion, he was from the first a profound 
student of the profession of arms. 
As a staff officer General Nolan has 
had few equals. In the field he dis- 
played leadership. His active service 
includes the Cuban campaign, the Phi- 
ippine Insurrection and the World 
War. Sailing for France in May, 1917, 
with General Pershing, he organized 
the Intelligence Service. It was part 
of his duty to act as censor. He had 
to deal with newspaper correspondents. 
It fell to him to observe military op- 
erations at the front. In September 
and October, 1918, he commanded a 
brigade of the 28th Division in battle, 
and won the Distinguished Service 
Cross for personally directing under 
heavy fire the movements of the tanks 
engaged at Apremont. Since the war 
General Nolan has acted as military 
adviser to the American delegation at 
Geneva.

Holland (flagship and tender), Ortolan 
(tender), n’ Diego; ‘Argo (V-4), 




















































































































































SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Medical Corps Seleetion Board.—Speculation, mingled with no small amount of 
resentment, continue to permeate the service regarding the action of President 
Hoover last week in rejecting the report of the Medical Corps Selection Board 


and the subsequent appointment of a new board. The personnel of the new board, 
as named in the Army and Navy Journal last week, does not include any officer 
who was a membez of the first board. c 

The official White House explanation of the incident is that “the report was 
returned to the Navy Department with the President’s disapproval at the request 
of high Navy officials.” The explanation given greatest credence by the daily 
press was that Capt. Joel T. Boone, MC, USN, was not among those selected for 
promotion and that this failure to include the White House physician so piqued 
the President that he rejected the report and called for a new deal. Captain 
Boone holds his rank temporarily by virtue of special legislation passed last 
session giving the White House physician, while serving as such, the rank and 
pay of a captain. His permanent rank is a lieutenant commander and he was 
number 31 on the list of 33 lieutenant commanders whose names were given to 
the old selection board which was to study carefully the records of the officers 
and select seven for promotion to commanders. It was the first time the name 
of Captain Boone had been eligible for selection. Officers of the Medical Corps 
do not retire for age in grade or length of service in grade. 

Seeking some logical interpretation of the White House statement that the 
report had been returned disapproved “at the request of high Navy officials,” 
rumor suggested the possibility that after the rendition of the report something 
occurred to make some “high Navy official” believe that one of those selected 
should not have been and a request to the White House to reject the report 
followed. Logic, however, seems to controvert this possibility, for such an event 
— would have resulted in a withdrawal of the report from the White 

ouse and returning it to the board for further consideration. 

Whatever the reason, the fact remains that the incident was resented in the 
service. The report of the new board, which will meet July 27, is being awaited 
with intense interest.

New Army Plane Program Urged by Body of Aeronautical Experts.—The Na- 
tional. Aeronautical Association, at its annual convention this week, went 
emphatically on record in support of greater aviation activities for the 
Services. Among other things, it urged an increase in the number 
of naval aircraft carriers, a new five-year program for the Army Air Corps, 
universal training of pilots in blind flying, extension of the Weather Bureau 
meteorological service, municipal air markers, more intermediate and emergency 
landing fields, and uniform State laws conforming to Federal air regulation. 
The resolutions adopted were those formulated by the Board of Governors, 
among the members of which are Senator Bingham, of Connecticut; the Assist- 
ant Secretaries for Air of the several departments, and Maj. Gen. James E. 
Fechet, Chief of the Air Corps, and Rear Adm. W. S. Moffett, chief of naval 
aeronautics. In view of the reports in circulation that the Administration con- 
templates a reduction in air expenditures, it is gratifying to have a body of the 
standing of the National Aeronautical Association, express its expert opinion 
in such emphatie language. We have no doubt that opinion will be accepted 
as of weight throughout the nation.

Army Aviators to Bomb SS Mt. Shasta.—The 2nd Bombardment Group, Langley 
Field, Va., under the command of Maj. Herbert A. Dargue, AC, will be afforded 
an opportunity to indulge in some realistic bombing on Aug. 11, off the Virginia 
Capes, their target being the steel cargo ship Mt. Shasta, which was turned 
over to the Air Corps by the U. S. Shipping Board for target practice. This 
vessel, with two decks, 363 feet long and of 7,240 tons dead weight, was built 
during the war and has been moored on the James River since 1921. It has 
been dismantled and all the machinery removed therefrom. The Quartermaster’s 
Department has made arrangements to tow this vessel to the scene of the 
bombing. 

The Mt. Shasta will be bombarded with projectiles ranging from 25 to 
600 pounds. Several attack planes now at Langley Field will first fly over the 
vessel and drop the smaller sized bombs, and they will be followed by the 
bombardment planes with the larger bombs. These “pellets” will be dropped 
from various altitudes, the purpose being bombing practice and to study the 
destructive effect of the various type of bombs rather than to sink the vessel in 
the shortest time possible. The floating target will be towed at the end of a 
2,000-foot cable by an Army Mine Planter. 

Weather permitting, several tugs with special observers aboard, will hover 
near the scene of the bombing in order to enable them to witness same from as 
close a range as is consistent with safety. 

It has been some eight years since the Air Corps Bombardment personnel 
have had an opportunity to try their skill at a real target, such as a moving 
vessel at sea, and the outcome of this bombing test is awaited with interest by 
Air Corps personnel.

Extend Langley Overhaul——The overhaul period for the USS Langley has been 
extended to Sept. 1 in order to allow time to complete repairs and alterations. 
The present plan calls for 12 new double rooms which will be sufficiently large 
in size to provide a greater degree of comfort to the future occupants. These 
quarters should accommodate two squadrons, flag officer and staff. With the 
contemplated changes the Langley will be a more comfortable and better 
equipped aircraft carrier.

A Modern Radio Set for Artillery Nets.—A recent article briefly described the 
SCR-131 set primarily to be used as an Infantry Division net. A very similar 
set, in fact identical except for frequency range, has been adopted as to type 
and approved as standard during the last fiscal year. This set, known at Radio 
Set, Type SCR-161, is basically an Artillery set, and forms the link in the Artil- 
lery net of the Infantry Division Radio Net. This Artillery net links the 
Artillery Brigade with the Regiments, then in turn are linked with their Bat- 
talions and the Battalions with their observation posts. 

The same sets will also form links in the Artillery Regimental Nets of the 
Corps Radio Net in which, however, they will only link each Artillery Regiment 
with its own Battalions. Pack Artillery nets will be similarly linked. 

As this set is identical in size and weight with the SCR-131 set, it is 
consequently similarly divided into four component loads, namely (a) the set 
proper; (b) the generator; (c) the generator tripod, seat, loop and cranks; (d) 
the spare dry batteries and vacuum tubes. The total weight is of the order of 
70 pounds and can consequently be carried by two men, or be readily packed 
for Pack Artillery purposes. 

Storage batteries are entirely eliminated by the use of the GN-35 hand 
generator and the receiver operates entirely from dry batteries. The frequency 
range of this CW telegraph set is sufficient to furnish 70 channels without inter- 
fering with any other nets.

Army Engineers Leave Nicaragua.—On July 16, 1931, the task of the United 
States Army Engineers in Nicaragua was completed. For nearly two years 
these troops, under command of Lt. Col. Dan I. Sultan, have been at work 
upon the survey of the Nicaragua Interoceanic Canal. Working in jungles and 
swamps, and living like our pioneer forefathers, the soldiers of the Engineer 
Battalion, under the direction of their officers, have done the field work, and the 
engineering plans of a great waterway from the Atlantic to the Pacific have 
been prepared in their headquarters in the city of Granada. 

The recent entertainments and fetes in their honor have shown that their 
work is appreciated by the people of Nicaragua. On Saturday, July 11, the 
officers of the command and the society of Granada were invited to a reception 
and dance in honor of Colonel and Mrs. Sultan at the Social Club of Granada. 
A delightful dance, followed by a supper, was enjoyed, and the good will of the 
people of Granada was expressed in a speech by the distinguished Senator 
Martinez. 

On the 16th, the day of departure, as the troop train left the station at 
Granada, a host of friends of the Battalion waved good-bye, while a detachment 
of the National Guard of Nicaragua presented arms. On the arrival of the train 
at Managua, the national capital, the officers were greeted by the President, 
General Moncada, accompanied by the principal dignitaries of the government, 
Military honors were rendered by the President’s bodyguard and the national 
band. These expressions of good will from the people of the Republic were a 
fitting last recollection to the troops as they embarked on the Army Transport

Submarine “Rescue” Broadcast in Test of New Diving Bell—The full details of a 
test by the Navy of their new rescue diving bell were broadcast over a nation- 
wide chain of radio stations this week from WEAF. The test took place on Great 
Salt Pond in Long Island Sound. 

The submarine, S-4, which sunk off Provincetown, Mass., three years ago, 
with a loss of 40 lives, and the Navy salvage ship, Falcon, figured in the tests of 
the new device. The rescue chamber is roughly in the form of a bell.

Two men, he explained, had been imprisoned in the motor room of the S-4. They 
were Lt. Norman S. Ives, USN, and Announcer Ezra MacIntosh. The submarine 
was resting on the bottom.

RESIDENT HOOVER again has

In letters to the members of his

The sounds attending the lowering of the device could be plainly heard over 
the radio. 

As the bell descended Wallington took over the broadcasting work. He de- 
scribed his sensations in the chamber; described the water, as Lieutenant Momsen 
drew the chamber down by means of a motor driven winch, which took up the 
cable attached at the other end to the S-4. 

Wallington told of locking the chamber to the escape hatch of the submarine, 
and then another change in announcers was made, MacIntosh speaking from the 
interior of the submarine, where he and Lieutenant Ives had been playing cards 
while waiting for their part in the experiment. He described the room, the at- 
mosphere there, their feeling and what they were to do. The voice of Lieutenant 
Ives could be heard giving directions. 

Wallington took over the broadcasting again as the bell chamber was lifted, 
with MacIntosh and Lieutenant Ives inside. Finally the scene shifted again to 
the deck of the Falcon where Johh Young spoke again. He told of the final 
operations as the bell rose above the surface and its occupants climbed out. The 
whole operation took only about 20 minutes and naval officers are understood 
to be highly pleased at the results of the tests. > 

Aboard the Falcon were Lt. Comdr. P. H. Dunbar, in charge of the New 
London Submarine Base; Lt. J. C. Redman, commanding the Falcon. The-broad- 
cast was made with the aid of a short wave transmitter installed on the Falcon 
from which cable contact was established with the submarine and the diving 
chamber.

Officers to Be Chosen for Submarine Training.—About thirty officers of the Navy 
will be ordered to a class in submarine training at the Submarine Base, New Lon- 
don, Conn., Jan. 4, 1932. The course of instruction will last about six months, 
and those successfully completing the course will be assigned to duty aboard 
submarines, according to a Bureau of Navigation Circular Letter. 

Applications will be accompanied by a report from a medical officer as to the 
applicant’s physical qualifications for submarine duty. All applications, whether 











or not the applicant is found physically qualified, will be forwarded to the Bureau | 


of Navigation. The commanding officer will include in his forwarding endorse- 
ment the statement of his opinion as to the applicant’s fitness for assignment to 
submarine duty. 

™m making the endorsement, officers of ability who can satisfactorily perform 
duty on submarines will be considered. Not only are they required to demonstrate 
special proficiency in the execution of their military duties, but they are charged 
at all times with the safeguarding of ships and crews to a degree not approached 
on any other type of vessel. Such officers will be found, the bulletin says, among 
those whom the commanding officer feels can be trusted, after training, to handle 
his own ship under way as officer of the deck, in a dependable manner. 

Officers who will have completed two or more years’ sea duty are eligible for 
submarine training. Those who are eligible for such assignment, states the bul- 
letin, a12 reminded that a submarine is practically the only type of combatant that 
they will be eligible to command until they have been out of the Naval Academy

Award of Navy Cross 


HE Secretary of the Navy has 
” awarded, in the name of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, the Navy 
Cross to Lt. John C. Wood, USMC, and 
1st Sgt. Clyde R. Darrah, USMC, for 
their service in Nicaragua during the 
period of bandit activity in the Puerto 
Cabezas area in April, 1931. 

The citation which accompanied the 
Navy Cross awarded to Lieutenant 
Wood is as follows: 

“For distinguished service in the 
line of his profession during the pe- 
riod April 11-13, 1931, during opera- 
tions against organized banditry in 
the vicinity of Logtown and Puerto 
Cabezas, Nicaragua. Having been di- 
rected by the Area Commander on 
April 11, 1931, to proceed immediately 
to Puerto Cabezas, Nicaragua, to take 
over the command of the Department 
of Northern Bluefields as relief for 
the late Capt. Harlen Pefley, USMC, 
killed in combat the same day, Cap- 
tain Wood arrived in Puerto Cabezas 
at about 2:00 p..m., April 12, and, after 
endeavoring to reassure a _ panic- 
stricken town alarmed by rumors of 
bandit attacks, proceeded at 3:00 a. m. 
April 13, on a special train with four 
enlisted men of the Guardia Nacional 
out 120 kilometers of railroad known 
to be infested with active groups of 
armed outlaws, to the relief of a 
Guardia patrol under ist Sgt. Cyde R. 
Darrah, USMC, which had been en- 
gaged in combat for the previous 
twenty-four hours. Taking personal 
command of the combined patrol, Cap- 
tain Wood at 7 a. m., April 13, pro- 
ceeded by train to Snaki Bridge where 
he was forced to abandon his train, 
marched his patrol nine miles along 
the railroad to Logtown where, ably 
assisted by two Marine Corps planes 
equipped with bombs and machine 
guns, he vigorously attacked a large 
group of bandits under command of 
the jefe, Pedro Blandon, which attack, 
characterized by the prompt, efficient 
and vigorous use of the force and 
weapons at his disposal, resulted’ in 
the deaths of Blandon and at least 
twenty of his men and completely dis- 
persed the other outlaws from the 
scene of the action. In this operation, 
Captain Wood within forty-eight hours 
of his departure from Bluefields two 
hundred miles away, destroyed the 
band of bandits that had ambushed 
and killed Captain Pefley two days be- 
fore, killed its notoriously vicious and 
cruel leader, saved the lives of many 
persons who were endangered by the 
presence of the bandit group, relieved 
the threat against the town of Puerto 





New Navy Telescope 


HE greatest telescope in the world, 
' as far as photographic power is con- 
cerned, is being built for the Navy 
Department. It will have a range of 
1,500,000,000 light years. In spite of 
its photographic power, it is only about 
half as large as the telescope in the 
Mount Wilson, Calif., Observatory. The 
mirror is only 40 inches in diameter, as 
compared with the 100 inches of the 
Mount Wilson telescope. 
The new 40-inch telescope will pho- 
tograph sky sections in which the clear 
area, all of which will be accurate, is 
six times the diameter of the clear area 
in pictures that can be made with the 
largest telescope in existence today. 
This means 36 times as much area of 
the sky can be studied on one plate. It 
is expected that far more accurate 
charting of the skies will be effected. 
Improvements in the Ritchey-Chre- 
tien telescope will make it 90 per cent 
efficient in photography, as compared 
with its theoretical optical power, 
whereas the largest and most powerful 
telescopes now in use are only 10 per 
cent efficient in this respect. 
This increased power and efficiency 
will be obtained by new types of mir- 
rors, improved photographic plates and 
super-refinements of operation.

Lieutenant Wood is on duty with 
the Nicaraguan National Guard de- 
tachment. He was born in Milbank, 
S. Dak., Feb. 3, 1893, and was ap- 
pointed to the Marine Corps in 1918. 
The citation for the Navy Cross pre- 
sented to First Sergeant Darrah was: 
“For distinguished service in the 
line of -his profession as commander 
of a patrol of the Guardia Nacional, 
operating in the vicinity of Moss Farm, 
Nicaragua, on April 11 and 12, 1931. 
Having succeeded to the command of 
the 9th Company, Guardia Nacional 
de Nicaragua, at Puerto Cabezas, Nic- 
aragua, by the death of his command- 
ing officer, Capt. Harlen Pefley, 
USMC, killed in combat on April 11, 
1931, First Sergeant Darrah proceed- 
ed immediately thereafter by special 
train in command of a combat patrol 
of the Guardia Nacional de Nicaragua 
to Moss Farm, where he aggressively 
attacked the main body of the well 
armed, thoroughly organized and 
numerically superior bandit force, 
which was then engaged in ruthlessly 
burning property and mercilessly kill- 
ing non combatants, their march 
on Puerto Cabezas, under the personal 
leadership of Pedro Blandon, the 
Sandino-appointed jefe of the Atlan- 
tic Coast bandit expedition. After 
twenty-four hours of engagement with 
the enemy, First Sergeant Darrah so 
skillfully and effectively interposed his 
force between the bandit groups, on 
their route of march, and Puerto

OL. WILLIS V. MORRIS, GSC., 

USA., died in the Nassau Hospital, 
Mineola, L. L, N. Y., July 17, as the 
result of a fractured skull sustained 
July 11, in a polo match at Meadow- 
prook Club, L. L, N. Y. 

Colonel Morris was known during his 
31 years of service in the United States 
Army as the father of Army polo. He 
played frequently during his youth and 
throughout his career, but gained his 
greatest fame as a promoter of inter- 
national matches, notably those be- 
tween the Army and the Argentine 
Army team in 1930, with Colonel Mor- 
ris managing the American team. 

Born in Indiana Jan. 12, 1876, Colonel 
Morris entered the U. S. Military Acad- 
emy in 1896 and was graduated in 1900. 
He was commissianed a second lieuten- 
ant of Cavalry. and assigned to the 6th 
Cavalry at Tien Tsin, China. He also 
served the same ye@r in the Philip- 
pines. 

In 1903 he returned to the United 
States, and in the same year was placed 
on detached service at Ft. Keogh, 
Mont., and at Ft. Sheridan, Ill. He 
took part in the national pistol match 
at Seagirt, N. J., after which he went 
to Ft. Meade, S. D. Relieved in 1904, 
he became an instructor at West Point, 
where he remained until 1908. At this 
time he went again to the Philippine 
Islands. 

Returning to this country in 1909, he 
was ordered to duty at Ft. Des Moines, 
Iowa. In 1911 he was promoted to the 
grade of captain. He served in the 
United States until 1914 when he went 
to Vera Cruz, Mexico, returning the 
same year. In 1915 he was again or- 
dered to the Philippine Islands. Later 
in the year he became Inspector Gen- 
eral of the Philippine Department, 
holding that position until 1918. He 
was Inspector General of the A. E. F., 
at Vladivostok, Siberia, from Aug. 7. 
1918, until June 3, 1919. 

On March 15, 1920, he was made a 
major and on July 1, he was commis- 
sioned a lieutenant colonel. 

Colonel Morris attended the Com- 
mand and General Staff School at Ft. 
Leavenworth, Kans., in 1923-24, and th 
Army War College in 1928. . 

He was promoted to be colonel Jan. 
7, 1929. He served as executive officer 
of the Cavalry School at Ft. Riley, 
Kans., in 1928 and 1929. From August 
of 1928 to July, 1929, he was assigned 
to headquarters, Second Corps Area. 
Since this assignment he has been cap- 
tain of the Governors Island Polo Club, 
playing on the first team and was the 
Corps Area polo representative. Al- 
though he did not play on the Army 
teams which met the British Army 
teams in 1923 and 1925, he was instru- 
mental in arranging the matches. He 
believed that polo helped coordinate 
the minds and bodies of young officers, 
and did much to encourage them to take 
up the sport. 

Colonel Morris is survived by his 
widow, the former Genevieve Alexan- 
der, and three children, Elizabeth, Wil- 
liam M. and Katherine Morris. 

Funeral services were conducted in 
the Old Cadet Chapel, West Point, N. 
Y., July 22, and burial took place in 
the West Point Cemetery.

Bid on Mayflower 


Two bids were received July 23 in 

the Navy Department for the USS 
Mayflower, Presidential yacht from 
1902 to 1929. The first bid, that of 
the Boston Iron and Metal Company 
of Baltimore, Md., for $7,666, was taken 
under advisement. The second, sub- 
mitted by the Borough Metal Company 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., for $1,100, was re- 
jected because of failure to comply 
with the conditions of the sale. 

The Mayflower was damaged by fire 
at the Navy Yard, Philadelphia, Janu- 
ary 24, 1931, subsequently sinking. At 
that time the Mayflower was being re- 
conditioned for duty as flagship of ‘the 
Special Service Squadron to relieve 
the USS Rochester. The Mayflower 
was raised, and was inspected by the 


Navy Board of Inspection and Survey,- 


which recommended that in view of the 
costs of repairs and alterations neces- 
sary to condition the vessel for service 
as a flagship, she be disposed of. Bids 
for sale of the damaged yacht were 
advertised June 27, 1931. 

The USS Mayflower was acquired by 
purchase from the Ogden Goelet estate 
in 1898 for $430,000. The ship saw 
blockade service off Santiago during 
the Spanish-American War and served 
thereafter in West Indian waters until 
1902, when she was converted for use 
as Presidential yacht by the late 
President Theodore Roosevelt. She 
was ordered out of commission March 
29, 1929; and since that time, and prior 
to the fire of January, 1931, has been 
offered for sale four times, but in each 
case bids have been rejected by the 
Navy Department. 





New Unit for Arkansas 


BY authority of the Seere‘ary of 

War, the Arkansas’ National 
Guard is organizing a regiment of 
tractor-drawn -155-mm howitzers, ac- 
cording to announcement of Mai. Gen. 
William G. Everson, chief of the Mili- 
tia Bureau. 

The authority to have a regiment of 
75-mm Field Artillery has been with- 
drawn from Arkansas. This with- 
drawal is attributed in part to popu- 
lar sentiment in the Arkansas National 
Guard for war-time big guns, and co- 
operating with this martial spirit the 
Militia Bureau secured for Arkansas 
the authority to have a regiment of 
howitzers, 

In order to have its big guns the 
Arkansas National Guard had to aban- 
don an ambulance company and a 
hospital company and use the person- 
nel in the organization of the howitzer 
regiment. This organization has pro- 
ceeded in record time. 

The present allotment of National 
Guard forces in Arkansas are: 

Corps Troop 154th Obsérvation 
Squadron (corps aviation); Medical 
Department Detachment (corps avia- 
tion); and 142d Field Artillery (155- 
mm howitzers). 

Army Troops: 206th Coast Artillery 
Regiment (Antiaircraft). 

Special Allotment Troops: 153rd In- 
fantry Regiment. 

The personnel allotted for these ac- 
tivities is 171 officers, 2 warrant of- 
ficers and 2,236 enlisted men.

“I am very happy to be here today 
to participate in the launching of this 
splendid vessel for the Matson Naviga- 
tion Company. 

“As second in command of the Navy, 
and realizing fully the responsibility 
which we'in the Navy have for a 
close cooperation in the development of 
our merchant marine, it is a great sat- 
isfaction to see vessels of this type

the development and promotion of our 
trade, and for use as an auxiliary arm 
of the Navy in time of national emer- 
gency. 

“I wish to express my appreciation 
of the courage of the American owners 
who have invested their money in this 
large and splendid ship to engage in 
trade between our California ports and 
the Antipodes. 

“It shows not only a belief but a 
conviction that, notwithstanding higher 
operating costs, American vessels of 
the proper type and of the most modern 
design can with moderate aid success- 
fully engage in competition with other 
nations in our foreign trade. 

“I wish also to express to the build- 
ers of this vessel the appreciation of 
the Navy Department in the fact that 
we have great establishments of this 
kind with the ability to design and con- 
struct vessels that are the equal of 
those produced anywhere else in the 
world. 

“Under the provisions of the Mer- 
chant Marine Act of 1928 this vessel 
has been so designed and built as to 
meet the requirements of the Navy De- 
partment for use as a naval auxiliary, 
and the Navy is grateful for the bene- 
ficial results that have come to it from 
the wise provisions of the act, which 
have resulted or will result in the 
building of 60 or more vessels of the 
first class. 

“The Navy performs in ‘times of 
peace the duty of safeguarding our 
water-borne commerce. The merchant 
marine makes possible the establish- 
ment and extension of our foreign trade 
in times of peace and in times of war, 
and it renders us independent of other 
nations in transporting our goods to 
market in the event the shipping of 
other nations which may have been en- 
gaged in its carriage is in times of an 
emergency assigned to other uses. 

“In times of war the merchant ma- 
rine provides transports and supplies 
for our troops so that the Navy and 
the merchant marine are each closely 
interdependent one upon the other. As 
a matter of fact, the Navy was first 
created for the protection of our mer- 
chant vessels engaged in trade. 

“While, of course, the Navy is a 
military organization and its forces ex- 
ist and are disciplined as an arm of 
the national defense, the greater por- 
tion of their time is devoted to the 
policing of our shipping lanes and the 
protection of our trade. 

“National prosperity in time of peace 
and national protection in time of war 
are the great benefits that flow from 
the creation and continued existence of 


| a merchant marine. 





“While the Merchant Marine Act of 
1928 will bring about the construction 
of a number of very fine ships, the 
Navy appreciates that the permanency 
of an American merchant marine in 
the foreign trade depends upon further 
aid to encourage the building of ves- 
sels of the cargo type, and it has every 
confidence that Congress, having once 
established the policy of American- 
owned and American-built ships to 
carry a substantial part of our com- 
merce to our foreign markets, will en- 
act such further legislation to encour- 
age the building of such other ships as 
necessary to completely effectuate its 
policy. 

“The Navy also appreciates that our 
shipyards are a national asset, the or- 
ganizations of which are made up of 
technical and mechanical employes re- 
quiring years to train and fit them for 
the work of designing and constructing 
modern vessels of the most efficient 
type. 

“The Navy further realizes that their 
existence in times of emergency is

Navy Balloon Triumphs 
"THE Navy balloon, piloted by Lt. 

Wilfred Bushnell and Lt. T. G. W. 
Settle, won the right to represent the 
United States in the International 
Free Balloon Race. The Army No. 2 
entry in the elimination race, piloted 
by Lt. Edgar Fogelsonger and Lt. John 
A. Tarro, came down after only 32 
minutes of the race, having traversed 
only 12 miles. 

The Army No. 1 balloon landed after 
an 80-mile trip, for fourth place in 
the race. The bag was piloted by 
Capt. Carl S. Axtater and Lt. M. H. 
Couch. 

The winning balloon, according to 
the story of Lieutenant Settle, battled 
storms all night long on the flight. 

The balloons were all filled with 
natural gas instead of gas with more 
lifting power, the reason being that 
the race would not be of such long en- 
durance. 

Second place in the race went to the 
Goodyear Rubber Co., whose entry, 
piloted by Frank Trotter, landed after 
the winner, but lacked the distance 
covered by the Navy bag. 

Third place went to Ed J. Hill, pilot, 
and Arthur Schlosser of the WJR, De- 
troit. 

The Navy bag covered 215 miles in 
its flight, while the second place win- 
ner, the Goodyear balloon, covered 115 
miles. The third place bag covered 
110 miles.

V-boats at San Diego.

RETIRED MEN’S FUND 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
“Ty. L. B.” is entitled to, and no doubt 

has, the praise of 118,000 indi- 
viduals now serving as enlisted men in 
the U. S. Army for his proposal in the 
Army and Navy Journal, issue of July 
11, 1931, that a general trust fund be 


created for the relief of retired men- 


and those discharged because of dis- 
ability in line of duty. 

The idea is not new, but the enlisted 
men of the Army seldom create a great 
disturbance about their needs; they 
content themselves with whatever Con- 
gress sees fit to provide for their wel- 
fare. It remained for “H. L. B.” to 
take the first step towards placing this 
important matter before those who are 
in a position to carry it to a final con- 
clusion. 

The enlisted men are not asking for 
anything in this case that would add to 
the burden of the taxpayers. They 
merely ask that they be permitted to 
provide for their old age by laying 
aside a portion of their present income. 
There probably is not one man in the 
whole Army who would not favor legis- 
lation making this old age fund pos- 
sible. Many men do not remain for 
retirement, but those who are in serv- 
ice for a few years know that disabil- 
ity might overtake them at any mo- 
ment, when they would be released 
from service on a monthly income of a 
few dollars only. Under present con- 
ditions a man might serve his country 
faithfully for 29 years and then meet 
with an accident which would result in 
digcharge for disability, at a time when 
he would not be fitted for any type of 
employment in civil life. What would 
be a greater morale booster than for 
the Government to permit enlisted men 
to create a fund to guard against such 
an emergency and to augment the small 
pay of those who complete their 30 
years? 


The proposal of “H. L. B.” in general | 


is correct, though the details might be 
slightly improved. And it is probable 
that the fund would be insufficient to 
permit payments to any men other than 
those separated from the service subse- 
quent to the date of the creation of the 
fund. But the details are of small 
moment. The main point is that en- 
listed men want permission to save a 
small part of their pay in such a man- 
ner that there will be provided a means 
of livelihood in case of disability and 
to augment the small retired pay in 
case of those who complete their 30 
years.

(Continued from First Page) 
prepared positions at the Atlantic en- 
trance. 

Before going into the details of this 
movement let us examine some of the 
outstanding facts and figures about the 
gun and its carriage. Both the gun 
and carriage were designed by the U. S. 
Army Ordnance Department after the 
World War and they include all of the 
lessons ‘earned as a result of our war 
experiences. They are officially known 
as the 14-inch railway gun model of 
1920 on the 14-inch railway mount, 
model of 1920. The guns are built at 
the Watervliet Arsenal, Watervliet, N. 
Y., and the carriages, except the rail- 
way trucks, are built at Watertown 
Arsenal, Watertown, Mass. The rail- 
way trucks are constructed by the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works.

troops in 1928. The gun is about 58 
feet long. It has an initial velocity of 
about 3,000 feet per second. 

Longest Range 

This gun. has the longest range of 
any gun ever built for the American 
armed forces. It has a maximum ele- 
vation of 50 degrees and a loading 
angle of minus seven degrees. Its re- 
coil varies from 35 to 37 inches and 
is taken up by four recoil cylinders. 
The gun is returned “to battery” by 
an air-glycerine recuperator. With its 
band and breech mechanism the gun 
weighs about 233,000 pounds. 
highest point of the carriage (the tip 
of the cranes), is about twenty-three 
feet four inches above the rails with 
the gun in the firing position and the 
highest point of the gun itself is over 
twenty feet above the rails with the 
gun set at zero elevation. 

To permit the movement of the gun 
through tunnels, and covered bridges, 
and to lower the center of gravity so 
as to make the gun safe against tip- 
ping over during travel, provision is 
made for lowering the cranes and the 
“top carriage” to a traveling position. 
This top carriage so lowered includes 
the gun, recoil cylinders, recuperator, 
and part of the elevating and travers- 
ing mechanisms. This top carriage is 
lowered through an angle of 19 de- 
grees about a rear trunnion. When in 
traveling position the high point of the 
gun and carriage is not over fourteen 
feet five inches above the rails. The 
mount moves along the track on four 
railroad trucks. The two trucks at the 
front of the mount have four axles 
each and the two at the rear, three 
axles each. Each pair of trucks is 
pivoted into a span bolster and these 
span bolsters are in turn pivoted into 
the mount proper giving the carriage 
six points of suspension for its weight. 
These pivots give the long mount ex- 
treme flexibility in moving around 
curves. Although the gun and car- 
riage are over 95 feet long there is no 
difficulty in moving around any curve 
designed for a standard Pullman car. 

Generates Own Power 

The carriage includes a power plant 
consisting of a 125-horsepower Sterling 
engine directly coupled to a 50-kilowatt 
generator. This power plant furnishes 
power for the motors on the carriage 
which raise and lower the entire mount 
above the span bolsters, raise and lower 
the top carriage, operate the powder 
and shot cranes, elevate and depress 
the gun, turn the mount around on its 
base, and operate the air compressor 
used to furnish air for closing the 
breech and for blowing the powder 
gasses out of the gun after firing. It 
cannot move the gun along on the 
track. All of these operations per- 
formed by power can be performed 
also by hand, but more slowly. The 
gun and carriage can be moved along 
the track by hand using twelve men 
on the special translating devices of 
the carriage. The maximum axle load 
is about 54,000 pounds, but the weight 
is so well and evenly distributed that 
it is safe to move this gun and its 
carriage over bridges designed for only 
a 30,000-pound axle load. 

The gun and its carriage together 
weigh about 730,000 pounds. 

For all around fire the gun requires 
a concrete base to which it must be 
bolted and the wheels must thereafter 
be run out from under the mount. 
However, the gun can be fired, with a 
limited field of fire in direction, from 
a field platform which can be installed 
on any track but should preferably be 
installed on a side track. 

Survey Difficulties 

All of the difficulties in the movement 
of such a heavy piece of ordnance are, 
of course, due to the extremely heavy 
weight involved. Before such a move- 
ment can take place a survey must be 
made to see: if all bridges are strong 
enough, if tunnels and other critical 
points have enough clearance to make 
passage safe, to make sure that the

roadbed is properly ballasted and the 
rail heavy enough to sustain the load, 
ete. All of the pivots in which the 
gun turns on its carriage in movement 
must be carefully greased. The air 
and hand brake systems of the gun 
carriage must be tested. The packing 
of the journal boxes, and their proper 
lubrication with the best oil available 
must be rigidly inspected. The mount 
must, of course, be taken from the fir- 
ing position and placed in the traveling 
position. As the_gun has to move with 
the muzzle trailing, it is sometimes 
necessary to turn the whole thing 
around after it has been placed in the 
traveling position. This is accom- 
plished on the nearest railroad wye. 

In traveling, these guns have always 
been earried in special trains. To date, 
never more than one gun has been car- 
ried in a train. Trains are made up 
with cars in the following order: Loco- 
motive, three to eight steel underframe 
flat or gondola cars (for braking power 
and to keep the gun and locomotive off 
the same bridge span while crossing 
bridges, gun, a flat or gondola car (to 
take care of the overhanging muzzle of 
the gun which will not permit coupling 
with a box car), tool cars, ammunition 
cars, and personnel cars. 

Traveling Position 

Three working days were consumed 
in getting the gun in the traveling 
position and preparing all of the tools 
and other equipment for the movement. 
A large part of this time was consumed 
in preparing the railroad trucks of the 


tion of the battery personnel in the 
handling of the gun in transit. The 
railroad trucks had, not been under the 
gun for any movement for over two 
years. 

The movement to the Atlantic side 
of the Canal Zone was accomplished 
without special trouble other than heat- 
ing of the bearings of the wheels. 

Continued heating of some of these 
bearings kept the speed of the move- 
ment, when the gun was traveling, to 
about fourteen miles per hour. It 
also required frequent stops for the 
inspection and lubrication of the 
troublesome bearings. It was found 
that there was more heating trouble 
when the gun was traveling up and 
down hill than on the level and that 
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Nicaraguan Dispatches 

Four contacts between Nicaraguan 
Guardia Nacional and bandits during 
the past five days are described in a 
dispatch received July 22 in the Depart- 
ment from Brig. Gen. F. L. Bradman, 
commanding Second Brigade of Ma- 
rines with headquarters at Managua. 


In the first contact reported, Capt. 
O. A. Inman, USMC, of Oakland, Calif., 
and Lieutenant Montenegro, a Nicara- 
guan, were ambushed on July 17 with 
a Guardia patrol by a group of 40 ban- 
dits near Kisalaya, on the Coco River, 
northeastern Nicaragua. Montenegro 
was wounded in both arms. There were 
no other Guardia casualties. Three 
bandits were killed, their wounded un- 
known. 

. In the second contact, a Guardia gar- 
rison of six enlisted men at Santo Do- 
mingo, Nueva Segovia District, north- 
western Nicaragua, was attacked by a 
group of 250 bandits on the night of 
July 19. The bandits entered the town 
and robbed all stores. There were no 
~Guardia casualt’4;. The bandits suf- 
fered one killed, wounded unknown. 

In the third contact, date unreported, 
Cpl. James R. Bell, USMC., of Bridge- 
ton, N. C., and a Guardia patrol met 
with a large group of bandits at La 
Liberdas, southern central Nicaragua. 
No further information was received. 

The fourth contact reported was that 
of a Guardia garrison at Rama, on the 
Escondide River, eastern central Nica- 
ragua, on July 19. The garrison was 
attacked by a large force of bandits, 
the fighting lasting 20 minutes. One 
Guardia was killed, three are missing. 
Three bandits were killed. The name 
of the Guardia commander was not re- 
ported.

Orientation Work 

At Ft. Randolph certain required 
orientation work was done in connec- 
tion with the emplacements for these 
guns. All of the Coast Artillery Offi- 
cers on duty on the Atlantic side of 
the Isthmus were given demonstrations 
in the placing of the gun in the firing 
position from the traveling position 
and vice versa, and of the functioning 
of the principal mechanisms of the gun 
and carriage. An opportunity was 
given to all of the enlisted men of the 
post to see and thoroughly examine the 
latest, best and most powerful piece of 
mobile artillery in the United States 
Army. Repairs were made to the 
troublesome running gear of the mount. 

As a result of these repairs the move- 
ment to Ft. Amador was made at a 
much higher rate of speed. For a con- 
siderable part of this trip the gun was 
pulled at a speed of 28 miles per hour. 
This is believed to be very nearly the 
top speed for this heavy railroad car- 
riage in transit. No difficulties or 
troubles were caused by this higher 
rate of speed. 

Return Home 

Immediately upon the return of the 
gun to its homé station at Ft. Amador, 
it was pushed to its position and the 
gun crew gave the Coast Artillery 
Officers of the Pacific side a demon- 
stration of how a “good” gun section 
puts such a heavy piece of ordnance in 
position for firing. Time was taken 
of the arrival of the gun at the em- 
placement. In just two hours and one 
minute the final work of preparing the 
position for the gun, putting the gun 
on the position, lowering the mount and 
bolting it down to the base, raising 
the weight from the railroad trucks, 
removing the railroad trucks from 
under the mount, assembling the cranes 
for the service of ammunition, adjust- 
ing the firing platforms, traversing the 
gun, loading with dummy ammunition, 
“laying” the gun for firing on a mov- 
ing target, and simulated firing of the 
first round, had all been accomplished. 

The movement is believed to have 
been a complete success in the train- 
ing of the personnel of the battery 
assigned to this important armament, 
dissemination of information concern- 
ing the gun and mount to the other 
Coast Artillery Officers on duty in the 
Panama Canal Zone, testing of the 
equipment and personnel of the Panama 
Railroad in the handling of such heavy 
concentrated ordnance loads, testing of 
the gun and carriage in transportation 











in Panama, and in the determination of 
most of the mobility features of the 
gun and its carriage. This gun consti- 
tutes one of our best threats against 
any enemy battleship attacking either 
entrance of the Panama Canal. 
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Akron’s Cook Stove 


A COOK stove which has met the Te 

quirements for minimum Weight 
and size has been developed for the 
Akron and will be installed in the 
dirigible’s galley. The manufacturers, 
who had the contract for the Stove, 
the Tappan Stove Companay of Mang. 
field, Ohio, developed a range of suf. 
ficient capacity which weighs only 
110 pounds, on which can be prepared 
meals for the dirigible’s personne] of 
99 officers and men. 

Like many other fittings in the 
Akron, the stove had to be construet. 
ed of weight-saving materials. In it, 
cast and sheet aluminum predominate, 
Chromium-plated steel, nichrome 
stainless steel, magnesium were com. 
bined with smaller units of cast iro, 
and bronze. 

Propane gas, derived from natural 
gas, will be used as fuel for the stove, 
The gas will be compressed into lique. 
fied form and carried in special light 
cylinders. Storage tanks for suffi. 
cient quantity for 12 days’ use have 
been installed in the dirigible. The 
stove is flame proof, as the air from 
the burners enters through flameproof 
gauze and the possibility of explosion 
is eliminated by constantly-burning 
pilot lights. 

There are four burners under the 
top of the stove; the top being of solid 
cast aluminum with iron plates - di. 
rectly above the burners. Each top 
burner is provided with a flue-way so 
that the entire top of the stove is hot 
enough for cooking purposes and will 
accommodate eight utensils. Five gal- 
lons of cold water can be brought toa 
boiling point in 50 minutes as against 
135 minutes on the standard open top 
stove. 

There are two 16-inch ovens in the 
stove. The ovens are thermostatically 
controlled and over the left section of 
the top is a _ box-like compartment 
which contains one gas burner. This 
compartment will serve as an extra 
feature of heat economy. Down into 
this box can be lowered two larg 
stock pots which will be used in pre 
paring large quantities of food to k 
kept hot and ready to serve. With the 
intensified heat around the pots, the 
container operates in a manner similzr 
to a fireless cooker.
